beekeepers still prepare their honey 
for market in this manner.

honey may be excellent in quality if 
it has not been overheated in the 
process. 
Heating honey above 160 


degrees, at the highest, injures the 
flavor, and also darknens its color. 
Strained honey can be distinguished 
from the best grades of extracted 
honey by a cloudiness or murkiness in 
the finished product that cannot be 
gotten rid of 
The modern, up-to-date beekeeper 


of the highest type neither kills his 
bees nor "robs" them to get the 
honey. 
Instead, he has "supers" or 


top hives that he sets above the regu- 
lar beehive, and the only honey he 
takes is what they store in the supers 
after they have gathered a plenty for 
themselves and stored for their use 
in the hive below. 
Sometimes there 


isn't any surplus for the beekeeper. 


In my next talk I'll tell you what 


the beekeeper does with his share of 
the honey before it Is offered you to 
eat.

Hold a minute! 
Before writing on logic. 


this subject, It Is advisable to find the 
definition of the term. 
The medical 


dictionaries consulted limit the use of 
the term to one kind of exhibitionist. 
Ktedman limits It to one who has an 
insane or neurotic compulsion to ex- 
pose or exhibit certain parts of the 
body to certain groups of people. The 
medical dictionaries generally 
follow 


that typt of definition. 


The general dictionaries refer to 


other types of exhibitionists, broaden- 
ing the" term greatly. There is no dic- 
tionary limited to term used in behav- 
ior. 
If there was, possibly it would 


have the definition "I want" for the 
purpose of this article.

In this article, by "exhibitionist" is 


meant one who habitually dresses, or 
otherwise displays himself or his pos- 
sessions in a way to attract attention. 
This definition makes the exhibitionist 
and the poseur closely akin. The dis- 
tinction made between,the exhibition- 
ist family and the poseur family is the 
former exhibit their persons and their 


i possessions, and the latter, their opin- 
ions and sayings. The latter is more a 
mental attitude; the 
former 
more 


physical. 
At the bottom o exhibitionist behav- 


ior is self aggrandizement and conceit. 
The desire is to be noticed: It is a 
mental malady—a form of mental 
sickness—and like all forms o sickness 
it varies in degree. At one end of the 
line is the kind of sickness set forth 
in the medical dictionaries—an insane 
or neurotic compulsion to behave in 
certain ways that lie beyond the limits 
placed by decent people. At the other 
end of the line is the olmost normal 
mentality of the people who exhibit 
themselves and their possessions in or- 
der to obtain ends that are accepted 
as proper, or almost proper. 


For instance, a man builds the finest 


residence in town. That fact shows 
him to be an exhibitionist, but it does 
not reflect seriously on his intelligence, 
nor stamp him as a pathologic egotist. 
A woman wears the finest clothes in 
her town, or the costliest diamonds, 
because she is an exhibitionist, but her 
type of behavior does not put her any- 
where near the class of those of "in- 
sane or neurotic compulsion." Mil- 
ions of women dress conspicuously, or 
exhibit so much of the human anato- 
my as the mode of the moment allows 
for the purpose of ultimately winning 
a husband, a. home and a family. That 
is exhibitionism, but it is not patho-

What Is contemplated by the use of 


the word In this article Is that degree 
of exhibitionism that lies in between 
the extremes. 'The type of behavior 
which fosters and feeds egotism pro- 
motes self-centering, tends to 
beget 


selfishness and which trains the mind 
to be a poor judge of values. 


The exhibitionist is under compul- 


sions, though they may not be insane. 
ones or even neurotic ones. At the be- 
ginning, he may not be under compul- 
sions, but if he does not train himself 
away from 1$., he finally comes to act 
under compulsions. Most people will 
say that "definite different" behavior 
due to compulsions is a form of bad 
mental health. 


The' object of this article is to let the 


exhibitionist know that people have 
his number. That the tag they put on 
him is not pleasing to vanity and to 
state that training is the preventive.

urine. 


3. If by natural food you mean raw 


food, there is no great difference b*-. 
tween the harm 
done a 
diabetic by 


eating his starchy food one way rather 
than the other. On the one hand, in 
cooking, some of the starch and sugar 
is dissolved out and thrown away with 
the cooking water- 
On the other. In 


cooking, some cellulose, near cellulose 
and raw starch is converted into sol- 
uble starch 
or 
eugar, and 
thereby 


availa-ble for use in the body.

GOI«1> OO>TH3fWBS TO COME 


CLEVELAND, July 8.—The socia- 


list party late today 
officially con- 


demned the Ku Kliyc Klan by nd.me 
after the sharpest debate in the na- 
tional convention that has been meet- 
ing here for three days. 


The resolution said" 
"We emphatically condemn the Ku 
Klux Klan and every other effort to 
divide th* workers on racial or reli- 
ifious lines and to effect political pur- 
poses 
by 
secret 
or 
terroristic 


methods." 


Opposition -developed on the ground 
that the party was injecting itself in- 
to a religious fight with which it wa* 
concerned and that a pronouncement 
covering only the party's stand in op- 
position to attempts to 
divide the 
workers was better suited to a socia- 
list declaration. 


The substitute was defeated l» to 


5S and the resolution wa* then pass- 
ed 56 to 15. This represented less th*h 
half the full registration a* many of 
the delegates had departed for their 
homes. 


Acsauge Feelings. 


To assuage the feelings engendered 
by the debate, Morris Hillquit, New 
York, had passed an instruction to the 
executive committee- to 
circulate a 
pamphlet setting forth the party's de- 
tailed position on the subject. 
"This would have a good effect up- 
on not only the general public but on 
some of the delegates to this conven- 
tion" said Hillnuit. after 
George M. 
Goebel, New Jersey, who moved the 
substitute, had attempted to shut off 
his talk on a point of order. 
"So long as the klanemen 
merely 
hate* the Jew or the Roman Catho- 
lic or the negro, they are merely ex- 
ercising a 
personal privilege, 
but 
when they put on their pillow slips 
to intimidate voters and commit mur- 
der in opposition to the rule, for -and 
by the people, then it i* time for ev- 
ery socialist to take the stand on the 
side of civic right and liberty." 
William H. Henri-. Indiana, said 
his state was so permeated with the 
klan that condemnation of it by the 
party would require a lot of explain- 
ing by socialist organizers. 
Worker* in Klan Ranks. 
"The mining town* are 
crowded, 
with union men marching in klan re- 
galia" he said. 
"Then." rejoiced 
Walter 
Thomas 
Mills, of California, "you 
must ex- 
plain why workers are at each other's 
throats. Tou must either tear down 
the flaming cross or crucify the la- 
bor movement upon it." 
The convention also passed resolu- 
tions debouncing the fascist! move- 
ment Italy and the assassination there 
of socialist deputy of Matteotti. A 
dozen other declarations were passed, 
the avalanche of resolutions coming 
in place of a formal platform which 
the cartjr passed over yesterday when 
t endorsed the LaFollette candidacy 
and his platform. 
Among these declarations were re- 
solutions pledging active support to 
the child labor amendment, favoring 
iroportional representation for mino- 


rities in legislative bodies, endorsing 
Victor Berger's bill for z. circulating 
billion dollar loan with which to re- 
store the economic balance between 
the United State* and Central Europe 
and condemning the thumb print 
system of identifying immigrants 


Denounce 
Exploitation. 
The convention supplemented the 
klan declaration with a resolution de- 
nouncing exploitation of negro work- 
ers and urging their education in the 
doctrines of socialism. In fact much 
of the closing day of the session was 
taken up with discussion of educa- 
tional methods, especial attention be- 
ing paid to work within the 
labor 
unions. One of the 
resolutions pro- 
vided for a. research commission to 
study methods or reaching the young 
and another for advertising and pub- 
licity experts to aid the national ex- 
ecutive committee in its c ampaign 
work.

Yet 
when the day came a work by no less 
an artist than X.lebermana, which was 
conservatively estimated at 20,000 gold 
marks, went unsold because not even 
onefourth of this sum was Offered. An 
oil painting by Ludwig von Hoffmann 
brought only 50 marks. Other ridicu- 
lously low prices were: a large land- 
scape by Ludwig 
Willroder, 380 
marks; a typical painting by Eduard 
ion Gebhardt, 200 marks: landscapes 
by Eugen Bracht. until recently one 
of the German favorites, 80 and 90 
marks.

He had a beautiful 


proposition. 
To clinch It. he leaned 


forward condentlally and said: 
"You know, I am offering you this 


stock at $50 a share and Its book val- 
ue is $100." 


"How 
do you estimate the book val- 


ue" I asked- 
"That's simple, he answered. 'Just 


divide the total net value of the prop- 
erty by the number of the shares of 
stock outstanding. 
The result is the 


book value-" 
"Yes. but how do you get that total 


net value of the property? Who says 
It is worth a certain figure? How <3» 
they determine 
its 
value? 
Is 
the 


property carried at its original valu- 
ation: that Is, do they figure what the 
property originally cost and then al- 
low for depreciation or do they value 
It on a basis of what it would cost 
today to replace or do they value it at 
what it would bring at a forced sale? 


"There's little or no difference in 


the 
three 
forms 
of 
valuation, is 


there?" he asked. 
"Well, if you bought equipment at 


prices prevailing ten years ago you 
svould quickly find a great deal of 
difference if you tried to replace it 
today. Eo. you see, if your 'book val- 
ue' were figured on com of replacing 
the property at today's prices it might 
be $100 a share. 
If it were figured 


on what it cost ten years ago it might 
be $50 a share. If figured on a forced 
sale basis it might it only *10 or ISO/' 
"I never realized," he said, 
what

of valuation 


made—." 
"The important point is. 
1 inter- 


rupted, "how much the properties will 
earn 
The chances are that if the 


company had to liquidate: that is. quit 
business and convert its property In- 
to cash there would be little left for 
the stockholders- 
Book value is es- 


sentially a liquidating proposition, as 
far as the stockholder is concerned, 
and then it's a guess how much it 
will be. As far as the market price 
o fa stock is concernefl. book value 
has little to do with it. For example. 
United States steel stock 
sells 
for 


about one-third of its book value and 
the market price of Woolworth is 
nearly four times its book value- So

enter into

problem of appraising the -worth of a

hat Pool went to Grace Hospital aa.4 
laced himself under the care of Dr. 
Bryan, just a few days before the case 
•va sscheduled for trial at Halifax at 
he March term of court. 
The case 
was continued at that time ofl the 
trength of a statement 
from Dr- 


Bryan, stating that ,Pool was unable 
oappear in court for trial- The case 
was then set for trial on. May 28th, 
when Pool again tried to stay the trial 
by submitting statements from three 
Richmond physicians, 
who 
testified 
hat he was physically unable to at« 
end court. 


Judge H. B. Gregory, of 
. 
who was appointed by Gov. Trinkl* 
o hear the case, refused to accept-thi 
statements, and ordered a capias is- 
sued, and the Sheriff of Ha-ifax coun- 
y dispatched to Richmond, with in- 
structions* to 
go to Grace 
Hospital 
and bring the prisoner to Halifax for 
trial. This move was blocked by the 
njunction issued by Judge R. Carter 
Scott, restraining Sheriff 
Rice 
from 
moving Pool from the hospital. Judge • 
Gregory then 
issued another 
order 
asking "that alias capias be issued and i 
that the Sheriff return to Richmond 
for Pool. who. in the event of arreK 
while carrying out the orders, would 
be protected by James S. fcasley, at-^ 
torney for the Commonwealth. 


On the 23rd day of June, Dr. Bryan 


came to Halifay and testified that 
Pool was in a critical condition, and. 
that it would be both be inhuman and „- 
brutal to attempt to bring him to 
Halifax. 
Harry Smith, one of the 


attorneys for the defense offered th* 
suggestion that a change in venue be 
granted whereby Pool could be tried 
in Richmond, which was agreed to by 
the attorney for the Commonwealth. 


A large number of the people wh,o 


had lost money in the ill-fated bank, 
were under the impression that Pool 
was simply faking in the contention 
that he was Unable to leave the hos- 
pital, and Dr. Bryan and the counsel 
for the defense were severely criti- 
cized for the stand that they took in 
the matter. Then when the change 
in venue was granted htey turned and 
criticized the Commonwealth's attor- 
ney for acquiescing to the change in. 
venue. They wanted Pool brought to 
Halifax for trial, and were sorely 
disappointed when the case was mov- 
ed to Richmond. 


Pool was sentenced to serve fifteen 
years in the penitentiary, but it is 
hardly possible that he will live to 
serve verv much if any of the tom«- 
He i" afflicted 
with a physical ail- 


ment from which there is little chance 
for an ultimate recovery 
Or- Bryan 
stated on the witness stand at Halifax, 
ihat in his opinion Pool could not live 
lonzer than eighteen months at tne 
longest. 
Now that justice has bceri 
done in this matter, and surely those 
who-lost most heavily In the bank can 
have any criticism to offer to a sen- 
louco of fifteen vears In the penlten- 
mry for a man who practically has

A most interesting review of Mrs 


Baxter's book as given In a recent is- 
sue of the New York Times, says that 
she has turned new soil m the field 
of research and account which has 
yielded rich results.

Exhibitionists. 
* 


Hold a minute! 
Before writing on 


this subject, it is advisable to, find the 
definition of the term. The medical 
dictionaries consulted limit the use of 
the term to one kind of exhibitionist. 
Htedman limits it to one who has an 
insane or neurotic compulsion to ex- 
pose or exhibit certain parts of the 
body to certain groups of people. The 
medical dictionaries generally follow 
that type of definition. 
The general dictionaries refer 
to 
other types of exhibitionists, broaden- 
ing the term greatly. There is no'dic- 
tionary limited to term used in behav- 
ior. 
If there was, possibly it would 


have the definition "I want" for the 
purpose of this article. 


In this article, by "exhibitionist" is 


mea-nt one who habitually dresses, or 
otherwise displays himself or his pos- 
sessions in a way to attract attention. 
This definition makes the exhibitionist 
and the poseur closely akin. The dis- 
tinction made between the exhibition- 
ist family and the poseur family is the 
former exhibit their persons and their 
| possessions, and the latter, their opin- 
ions and sayings. The latter is more a 
mental attitude; the former 
more 


physical. 
At the bottom o exhibitionist behav- 


ior is self aggrandizement and conceit. 
The desire is to be noticed: 
1$. is a 


mental malady—a form of mental 
sickness—and like all forms o sickness 
it varies in degree. At one end of the 
line is the kind of sickness set forth 
in the medical dictionarlS!—an insane 
or neurotic compulsion to behave in 
certain ways that lie beyond the limits 
placed by decent people. At the other 
end of the line is the olmost normal 
mentality of the people who exhibit 
themselves and their possessions in or- 
der to obtain ends that are accepted 
as proper, or almost proper. 
For instance, a man builds the finest 


residence in town. That fact shows 
him to be an exhibitionist, but it does 
not reflect seriously on his intelligence, 
nor stamp him as a pathologic egotist. 
A woman wears the finest clothes in 
her town, or the costliest diamonds, 
because she is an exhibitionist, but her 
type of behavior does not put her any- 
where near the class of those of "in- 
sane or neurotic compulsion." Mil- 
ions of women dress conspicuously, or 
exhibit FO much of the human anato- 
my as the mode of the moment allows 
for the purpose of ultimately winning 
a husband, a home and a family. That 
is exhibitionism, but it is not patho- 


What is contemplated by the use of 


the word in this article is that degree 
.of exhibitionism that lies in between 
the extremes. The type of behavior 
which fosters and feeds egotism pro- 
motes self-centering, 
tends to begot 


selfishness and which trains the mind 
to be a poor judge of values. 


The exhibitionist is under compul- 
sions, though they may not be insane 
ones or even neurotic ones. At the be- 
ginning, he may not be under compul- 
sions, but if he does not train himself 
away from it, he finally conies to act 
Under compulsions. Most people will 
say that "definite different" behavior 
due to compulsions is a form of bad 
mental health. 


The object.of this article is to let the 


exhibitionist know that people have 
his number. That the tag they put on 
him is not pleasing to vanity and to 
state that training is the preventive.

REPLY 


1. From the food. 
Some excess of 
sugar is stored in the liver and mus- 
cles in one form of another, and this 
may find its way back into the blood. 


2. From the blood. The kidney tries 
to keep the blood sugar down to nor- 
mal 'by throwing the excess into the 
urine. 
3. If -by natural food you mean raw 


food, there is no great difference be- 
tween the harm 
done a 
diabetic by 
eating his starchy food one way rather 
than the other. 
On the one hand. In 
cooking, some of the starch and sugar 
is diesolved-out and thrown away with 
the cooking water- 
On the other, in 
cooking, some cellulose, near cellulose 
and raw starch is converted into sol- 
uble starch 
or sugar, and 
thereby 


available for .use in the body.

Opposition developed on the ground 
that the party was injecting Itself In- 
to a religious fight with which it was 
concerned and that a pronouncement 
covering only the party's stand in op- 
position to attempts to 
divide the 
workers was better suited to A. socia- 
list declaration- 


The substitute was defeated 19 to 


S3 s.nd the resolution was then pass- 
ed 56 to 16. This represented less than 
half the full registration as many of 
the delegates had departed for their 
homes. 


Awauge Feelings. 


To assuage the feelings engendered 
by the debate. Morris Hillquit, New 
York, had passed an instruction to the 
executive committee to 
circulate a 
pamphlet setting forth the party's de- 
tailed position on the subject. 
"This would have a good effect up- 
on not only the general public but on 
•ejne of the ^delegates to this conven- 
tion" said Hillquit. after 
George M 


Goebel, New Jersey, who moved the 
substitute, had attempted to shut off 
his talk on a point or order. 
"So long as the kfensmen 
merely 
hates the Jew or the Roman Catho- 
lic or the negro, they are merely ex- 
ercising a, personal 
privilege, 
but 
when they put on their pillow slips 
to Intimidate voters and commit mur- 
der in opposition to the rule, for and 
by the people, then It is time for ev- 
ery socialist to take the stand on the 
side of civic right and liberty-" 
William H. Henry. 
Indiana, said 
his state was so permeated with the 
klan that condemnation of it by the 
party would require a lot of explain- 
ing by socialist organizers. 
Workers In Klan Ranks. 
"The mining towns are 
crowded, 
with union men marching m klan re- 
galia" he said. 
"Then." rejoiced 
Walter Thomas 
Mills, of California, "you 
must ex- 
plain *rhy workers axe at each other's 
throats. Tou must either tear down 
the flaming cross or crucify the la- 
bor movement upon H." • 
The convention also passed resolu- 
tions denouncing the fascist! move- 
ment Italy and the assassination there 
of socialist deputy of Matteotti. A 
dozen other declaration* were passed, 
the avalanche of resolutions coming 
in place of a. formal platform which 
the party passed over yesterday when 
it endorsed the LaFoliette candidacy 
and his platform. 
Among these declarations were re- 
solutions pledging active support to 
the child labor Amendment, favoring] 
proportional representation for mine-' 


rities in legislative bodies, endorsing 
Victor Berger's bill for a circulating 
billion dollar loan -with which to re- 
store the economic balance between 
the United States and Central Europe 
and condemning the thumb print 
system of identifying immigrants. 


Denounce Exploitation. 
The convention supplemented the 
klan declaration with a resolution de- 
nouncing exploitation of negro •work- 
ers and urging their education in the 
doctrines of socialism. In fact much 
of the closing day of the session was 
taken up -with discussion of educa- 
tional methafts, especial attention be- 
ing paid to work within the 
labor 
unions One of the 
resolutions pro- 
vided for a research 
commission to 
study methods or reaching the young 
and another for advertising and pub- 
licity experts to.-aid the national ex- 
ecutive committ^e^ttiFlts fc' ampaign 
work.

tions were made. Despite the hjgh cost 
of printing and engravjng, the firm 
•went to the expense of reproducing 
two dozen of the principal works by 
modern masters offered for sale. Yet 
when the day came a work Ijy no less 
an artist than. Liebermann, which was 
conservatively estimated at 20,000 gold 
marks, went unsold because not even 
onefourth of this sum was pffered. An 
oil painting by Ludwig von Hoffmann 
brought only 50 marks. Other ridicu- 
lously low" prices were: a large land- 
scape by Ludwig 
Willroder, 380 
marks; a typical painting by Eduard 
von Gebhardt, 200 marks; landscapes 
by Eugen Bracht, until recently one 
of the German favorites, 80 and 90 
marks. 


What is true of paintings is also true 


of other artistic things. For antique 
.furniture, for instance, there is practi- 
cally no demand at this time, and 
valuable first editions and rare bind- 
ings can be bought for low figures.
